Housing in Dixon in the spring 


of 1950 was a- scarce as in Rock- 
ford' but not as scarce as in Ster- 
ling. 


A report just released from the 


1050 census of housing shows that 
when the survey was completed 
in April, 1950, Dixon and 3,773 
residences. Of these 88 were va- 
cant. However, only 27 or .7 per 
cent were available for renting.

The old garage, 
right, was con- 
verted into a six- 
r o o m h o u s e , 
above. The roof 
line was extend- 
ed, and fire-re- 
sistant asphalt 
shingles took the 
place of the worn 
flammable roof- 
ing. Dormers 
were added to 
give more light 
to the upstairs. 


This building started life as a 


stable, existed for a while as a 
garage and now is a comfortable 
six-room house. It is an example 
of how successful the conversion 
of an apparently hopeless struc- 
ture into a home can be. 


The garage-to-house 
transition 


began with an extension of both 
ends of the roof to provide second 
floor space for three bedrooms and 
a lavatory. Dormers were added 
to give more light and space to the 
interior. 


Changes in the roof line defi- 


nitely improved the overall ap- 
pearance of the dwelling. As with 
many old homes, relatively simple 
changes in the roof line were the 
key to both a better-looking house 
and a more satisfactory floor plan. 


New roofing was necessary to 


cover worn flammable shingles. 
Asphalt shingles were chosen. 


The existing front porch was re- 


conditioned and screened. A small 
back porch was constructed. 


The first floor includes a spa- 


cious living loom, a separate din- 
ing room, a kitchen and a com- 
plete bathroom. The living room 
boasts built-in bookcases and low 
cupboards flanking a fireplace. 


A remodeling job of this kind is 


no isolated instance. Many old 
buildings offer similar possibilities. 
It is not necessary that the build- 
ing have been originally construct- 
ed as a house. 


The fundamental rule tor re- 


modeling is that the 
foundation 


and the framework of the original 
building must be sound. The build- 
ing's outward appearance is less 
important. If the basic structure is 
satisfactory, 
desired 
alteiations 


often can be made at less than 
the cost of a completely new house. 


Before buying a home, the home- 


buyer should determine the amount 
of down payment he can make and 
how much of his monthly or yearly 
income h« can afford to spend for 
housing. 


To draw up a housing' budget, 


first estimate the monthly or year- 
ly bucjget for food and clothing; 
medical care; life insurance and 
savings; recreation; 
transporta- 


tion, 
including car; installment 


payments on TV set, refrigerator, 
etc.; utilities and fuel; 'and miscel- 
laneous expenses. The sum of these 
expenses is total living expenses 
other than housing. 


Subtract this figure from total 


net incoiro (after taxes and re- 
tirement benefits). The result is 
income available for housing. 


Preliminary Cobts 


Preliminary housing costs must 


be deducted from the amount 
available for down payment. These 
include such items as appraisal 
fees and pro rata insurance and 
pioperty t a x e s—insurance and 
taxes aheady paid by the seller 
of the house, for which the buyer 
must reimbuise him. 


Knowing the down payment he 


can make and the amount he can 
afford each month for housing, the 
prospective buyer can easily de- 
termine what price house to pur- 
chase. A lending agency will ad- 
vise on the yearly loan and interest 
payments he will have to .make on 
each $1,000 borrowed. This depends 
on the type of mortgage, its dura- 
tion and the interest i;ate. 


Based on a constant monthly 


payment plan, the most common 
type, on a lour per cent loan for 
10 years the yearly payment per 
51,000 would be 5163. On a five'per 
cent loan for UO yeais the payment

Thus if a prospective buyer esti- 


mates his housing budget at'550 
per conth, or ?600 per year, on the

basis for a five per cent 20-year 
loan, his budget can finance a 
mortgage of S5.000. This is deter- 
mined by dividing S120 in $600 and 
taking the result as thousands. If 
he can make a down payment of 
52,000, he can afford to buy a 
house costing 57,000. 


The lower the down payment 


and the longer the mortgage runs, 
the lower the monthly or quarterly 
payments, but the greater the total 
amount paid out as interest. Hence, 
it is to the advantage of every 
home-buyer to pay down as much 
as possible and pay off the mort- 


gage as fast as possible to save 
interest cost. 


Even if financial circumstances 


do not permit a larger-than-mini- 
mum down payment, considerable 
savings can be effected through 
the years by making pre-payments 
against the mortgage principle 
whenever possible. Each 
dollar 


paid on the principle reduces the 
total amount of interest. 


When shopping for a loan, it is 


well to ask if there are pre-pay- 
ment privileges and whether there 
is any penalty for advance pay- 
ment. 


These pointers are offered pros- 


pective home-buyers: 


Do not overbuy. Spending too 


much for housing will mean fore- 
going other necessities and com- 
forts. 


Rather than borrow as much as 


possible, bonow as little as pos- 
sible. 


If doubtful as to financing, or 


ownership, seek legal advice. This 
is economical in the long run.

as it begins to heat, apply solder 
to the copper tip. When the heat 
of the iron reaches the melting 
point or the solder, the solder will 
flow evenly and tin the entire tip 
Wipe off excess solder and the 
iron is icady to use. 


Before attempting to solder, be 


sure the surfaces to be joined are 
clean and free of oxidation. In 
the case of copper wite, scrape the 
metal until it is bright. Sheet 
slock .should be lightly sanded. 


Theie are many forms of solder 


but the most piactical for electri- 
cal work i.s wire solder with a rosin 
core. Ribbon solder can be used 
for heavier work where it is neces- 
sary to use an acid flux. The acid 
.should be applied only to the por- 
tions to be soldered. After solder- 
ing wash off the acid thoroughly 
as it may cause damage to any- 


thing it comes in contact with. 


Iron Heats Metal 


The purpose of the iron is not 


only to melt the solder but to hv,it 
the metal to be joined to such a 
temperature that the solder will 
now and stick to the two pieces 
and join them together. If the 
metal refuses to take the .solder, 
it is because the metal is too 
heavy for the iron to heat it suf- 
ficiently. 


In splicing wire, the clean tips 


should be twisted together and the 
iron- held underneath tile joint. 
Apply the solder from the top and 
it will form a strong smooth joint. 


In soldering flat stock such as 


the joining of two sections of gut- 
tering, it is well to tin the con- 
tacting surfaces 
before putting 


them together. Paint the two sur- 
faces with the acid and flow on a 
coating of solder. Hold the two 
piece's together firmly and reheat. 
Apply solder along the end of each 
piece.

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McCarthy Makes Bad Blunder 
in Attempt to Threaten Press 


The public debate over Senator McCarthy's charges of 


communism in government will rage on. It is fitting that the 
pros and cons be argued vigorously and openly. 


But there is no place in this give-and-take for threats of 


punitive action against any who have entered the fray. 


Last fall Time magazine published an article generally 


critical of McCarthy and the methods h^ has used in devel- 
oping his charges. Apparently McCarthy wrote to complain 
of what he said were false statements in the story. 


More recently the senator drafted a letter to Time's 


editor in chief, Henry R. Luce, reminding him that the maga- 
zine had not "corrected a single one of the false statements." 


McCarthy went on to inform Luce that if no action were 


taken he intended to put his case before "all of your adver- 
tisers." 


"As you of course know," said McCarthy in his letter, "I 


am preparing material on Time magazine to furnish all of 
your advertisers so they may be fully aware of the type of 
publication which they are supporting." 


There is no intent here to argue the accuracy of Time's 


story. There is only the purpose to defend Time's right to 
report the issue as it sees it, without fear that stern punish- 
ment will be visited upon the magazine for criticizing the 
senator. 


An avowed plan to influence the magazine's advertisers 


is plainly a program to cripple Time through curtailment of 
its revenues. This is an attempt to silence a nation-wide 
news organ on an issue of paramount importance. 


Successful intimidation would clearly constitute an in- 


fringement of press freedom, one of the elemental liberties 
of the American people. 


When honest criticism by the press is stifled,-the whole 


structure of democratic freedom is imperiled. 


Indeed, the atmosphere may fairly be described as un- 


healthy when even threats to intimidate the press can be de- 
livered with impunity • 


For if we do not take alarm when so basic a liberty as 
this is challenged, when shall we? 


Whether or not McCarthy's complaints against the mag- 


azine are warranted, in this nation the remedy caaapt lie in 
action which, if successful, would strike a hard " 
libertie* we are struggling to preserve.

Democrat and chairman of the house ways and means

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Smoking Affects Lungs, 
Blood Pressure, Stomach 


Again and again, correspondents 


ask for a* discussion of smoking. 
Some, generally those who are not 
smokers themselves, expect such 
a discussion to point out the evils 
of the weed. Others, usually those 
who are smokers themselves would 
like to be reassured that they are 
not harming themselves unduly. 


The facts as now known do not 


support either of these points of 
view entirely. Tobacco smoke irri- 
tates the delicate mucous linings of 
the breathing passages. Coated 
tongue in heavy smokers is the 
rule. 


The throat and larynx, or voice 


box, are irritated by heavy smok- 
ing and smokers frequently have a 
slight cough and hoarseness. It 
may increase the chances of de- 
veloping lung cancer. 


The person who stops heavy 


smoking suddenly tends to gain 
weight merely because he eats 
more. People with ulcers of the 
stomach frequently are advised not 
to smoke. 


Smoking increases the acid se- 


cretions of the stomach and tends 
to slow healing of an ulcer, ac- 
cording to some authorities. 


Excessive 
smoking interferes 


with athletic performance. Short- 
ness of breath on exertion after 
smoking is usual. Athletes in train- 
ing are not supposed to smoke dur- 
ing the period of their competition. 


Many smokers complain of cold 


hands and feet. This Is because the 
nicotine absorbed causes some of 
the small blood vessels to con- 
tract and, therefore, to carry less 
warming blood to these regions. 
BLOOD PRESSURE MAY RISE 


In some people the tightening of 


the blood vessels is so great after 
smoking that a temporary increase 


in blood pressure Is produced. 
Those who have a definite blood 
vessel disease, such as Buerger's 
disease 
or 
Raynaud's 
disease, 


should be definitely forbidden to 
smoke. 


Other people' whose blood ves- 


sels respond unfavorably to smok- 
ing probably should give up the 
habit. 


Whether smoking shortens life 


is highly debatable. One study of 
this subject came to the conclusion 
that in men, at least, smokers after 
the age of 40 have a lower average 
expectation of life than do non- 
smokers. 


Different people are affected 


differently by tobacco smoking. 
Those who show definitely unfav- 
orable effects or have diseases in 
which tobacco smoking is pretty 
well known ot be harmful should 
give up the habit. 


The rest may feel that the pleas- 


ure of smoking is worth the possi- 
ble harm. The easiest way to side- 
step the Issue is not to start

Influence more people to stop 
smoking than any statements 
about the effect of tobacco on 
health!

Old Trick Is Still Valuable Today

The approach of the Eastern 


Championships, which \vill be helc 
in New York towards the end of 
this month, reminds me that I'm 
not quite the youngster I used to 
be. This annual tournament was 
first held in 1929, and I had the 
god fortune to win it that year, 
playing with the late George Relth 
as m-y partner. 


Bridge hasn't changed so much 


in 23 years as we sometimes think. 
For example, consider one of the 
iiands that we played in that first 
Eastern. 


Most pairs got to four spades 


with the South .hand, but many of 
them found a way to throw the 
game out of the window. 


The careless declarer would ruff 


;he second club, cash two top dia- 
monds and lead a third diamond to 
ruff it in dummy. This allowed 
West to step up with the pack of 
spades to over-ruff dummy. Now 
South still had to lose a heart and 
a trump, for a one-trick set. 


When George Reith played the 


land, he took the simple precau- 
.ion 
of drawing one round of 


trumps before he began the dia- 
monds. After all, he needed only 
one of dummy's trumps to ruff a 
diamond, so it was sound technique 
to draw the other trump. 


This simple safety play removed 


.he jack of spades from tha West 
hand. He couldn't prevent Reith 
from ruffing a low diamond with 
dummy's remaining trump, so the 
jame contract was easily made. 


To my mind, the lesson taught 


by this hand is just as clear today 
as when it was first played.

Freezing Hint 


Do you happen to be one of 


those consumers who cheat once 
In a while and places a few pack- 
ages of food directly in the freze- 
ing drawer without having been 
frozen first? 
If so, 
remember 


that when you do this, you en- 
danger the food in your own box 
or drawer and to some extent in 
neighboring drawers. 


Slow freezing which is taking 


Hace draws pure water to the ice 
crystals leaving behind color, fla- 
vor and food matter that becomes 
dissolved. In some foods, the nor- 
mal juice is not re-formed when 
the product thaws. Slow freezing 
also tends to rupture or tear tis- 
sues as ice crystals form and ex- 
pand. 


The average consumer needs to 


realize what happens and so this 
is the reason why foods should be 


top the omelet with creamed vege- 
tables or meat. Another 
varia- 


tion is to add a combination of 
chopped onion, green pepper, cel- 
ery, and parsley which is fried 
in fat. For a sweet omelet, add 
jelly or citrus marmalade just be- 
fore folding the omelet. 


Remember eggs will whip more 


quickly to a 
greater volume if 


they are at 
room 
temperature. 


Avoid high heat and overcooking 
which toughens the protein and 
reduce the volume. 


To make the flat omelet, beat 


the eggs, milk or other liquid- 
water, tomato or grapefruit .Juice 
—(1 tablespoon for each egg), and 
salt. Pour a thin layer of the 
mixture into a hot greased skil- 
let 
Cook it slowly, and when it 


brown on the bottom, fold it, and 
turn onto a hot platter. 


For a fluffy 
omelet, separate 


the eggs. Add salt to the un- 
beaten egg whites and beat until 
stiff. Beat the yolks thoroughly. 
Add one tablespoon milk or other 
liquid for each egg, and 
season. 


Fold the egg yolk mixture grad- 
ually into the egg whites. Pour 
into a hot skillet which contains 
a tablespoon of melted butter or 
other fat. 


To cook, start it on top of the 


stove at 
moderate heat. Then 


place the omelcte in a moderate 
oven to bake for 10 minutes after 
it is browned. Or you can con- 
tinue the top-of-the-stove cooking 
until the' mixture sets, and then 
place it under a low broiler flame 
for two or three minutes.

VATICAN CITY, (AP)—Pope 


Pius lashed out today against 
what he described as the "intoler- 
able contrast between immoderate 
luxury and poverty that is some- 
times shameful and always heart- 
breaking." 


In his annual lenten address to 


Rome's pastors and preachers the 
pontiff called for a "granite front 
against the invading corruption 
of economic and social life." 


The Pope began his address by 


referring to his Feb. 10 speech 
in which he asked the Catholics 
of Rome to lead a crusade of 
Christian revival to save the hu- 
man race from "frightful" dis- 
aster. 


The pope spoke today m the 


Vatican's consistonal hall, where 
some 300 pastors and preachers 
of Rome assembled. 


The Pope said in his exhorta- 


tion to Catholics of Rome last 
month he had expressed his "most 
ardent desires we sounded the 
alarm for restoration of Chirstian 
hfe." 


The Pope said he knew his cry 


had found a broad and ready ac- 
ceptance. He then told his listeners 
two principal things arc necessary 
for religious development of Rome 
—more and more parishes to care 
for the city's growing population 
and more intense religious par- 
ticipation, especially by youth.

Still-Born Babies 
Help SaVe Bones 
Of'Korean Vets

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Babies 


who didn't have a chance aie giv- 
ing some ^Korean war wounded 
another chance for a normal life. 


The tiny bones of still-born or 


short-lived babies are being used 
—with 
parental 
permission—to 


help save the hands and feet of 
wounded men, navy doctors told a 
reporter. 


Small leg or arm bones—some 


of them only a ' few inches in 
length—have been found particu- 
larly, useful in several cases where 
men had lost parts of bones be- 
tween the fingers and wrist or 
between the toes and the ankle. 


The infant bones are procured 


within 24 hours after still-born 
delivery or after an early death 
following delivery. 


They are preserved until used 


by a special "freeze-dry" method 
perfected by scientists of the 
naval medical school at Bethesda, 
Md. 


The navy's "bone bank" for the 


most part has bones taken from 
adults, either after death or dur- 
ing a surgical operation. They 
are similarly preserved by the 
"freeze-dry" method. 


But two of the navy's scientists 


—Lts. Thomas C. Turner and An- 
drew L. Bassett—said that, for 
certain uses, the small sizes of 
infant bone make it particularly 
helpful as graft material.
